The Salvation Army Opens the Doors and sets the pace for Social Emanci- 
pation in the Land of the Rismg Sun— Authorities Stirred to take Action 



TWENTT-SIX years ago The Sal- 
vation Array eonnnenced its 
work In that romantic country 
v'litch has been called the 'Britain of 
ihe PacLfic' — Japan. It la the proud 
boast ot the Jopane3& that his country 
po3S(?BBc» a written history ezlendine 
ui'ur twcnty-fiVe cenluncFi, and there 
are other national features concern- 
ing' which be is not unvrilling to talk. 
IJut there arc things Japaneao which 
nave occasioned aerioua misgivings 
ifjthin the hearts of responsible peo- 
ple or Nippon, and it is matter for 
^cflt satisfaction to anc-h good citi- 
ngs that the SaVe-the-Wortd Army 
ha; tecomc well established in the 
Land of the Rising Sun, for It eoa-

An Historic Crusade 

Fire years jflcr the first Army 
long was sounded there, b«>hoId the 
Salvationists engaged in ^ criibiilc 
which has been chronieled in the oIR- 
cial hialory of the land; that han- 
oird record of thoU«nda of years. In 
icsponsc to an appeal which cman- 
aCtd from Nngoya, in 1890, The Army

Ilapo for the most dcspAinng was 
proclaimed in the culumns of this 
Eprclnl Caaue, the appeals of vrhich 
were particularly worded bo as to 
r^ach the poor girls who were kept 
jiriHa»c>)-fl Io that awful life mto which 
man)' had been sold. Then ibe papers 
vrcTP sold in tbo.io qum-tFr? of the 
(itiC3 ivhere the cirla lived. It waq, 
obvloaily, a (Uring cxptrimont, for 
tho^u wha fattened on tb<? aacrTice 
eni] ehnmi. of otbera mlsht be expect- 
ed to defend their sources of tainted 
wealth.

all applications for Missionary ser^ 
vice receive most careful and prayer- 
ful attention, and Officers accepted 
for Boch work are made to under- 
stand cornet hin^ at least of -what vill 
be required of them and must give 
evidence of all-round .suitability^ 

The followioB is a brief outline of 
the procedure observed In the case 
of Officers who volunteer for service 
Overseas. 

Should the application be for a 
particular country the International 
Secretary responsible tli-aU with it. 
In the first place an Ofticcr's past 
career is considered, and if the case 
appears generally favorable 'Foreigrn 
Service Papers' are issued. These 
deal with the whole man~hi.<: .qpirit- 
ual life, his ahility,^his family rcla- 
lionship, and hi.i health. Further, 
they forecast such matters as the 
uniform to be worn in ihe country 
to -Vi-hich he may be appoinicd and 
furloughs to the Homeland. 'Back- 
ings' as lohis .-iiiilahiiity for Mission- 
ary Service from ORiecrs undar 
whom he has served is called for. 

When the papers arc in ord'-r the 
applicant is iinon-iewcd by the luicr- 
iialicinal Secretary and pljced before 
Ili4' 'Tnrcigri Sprvice Council." The. 
Council, which consists oi Officers 
.nppoiiilcd by the General, decides eith- 
iiT to rvcomniend tiie Chief of ilie Staff 
10 accept the Candtd^le, or if health 
or Other conditions are uneatisfaetory, 
decline the appliealioii,

lOiicli with the FortJipn Ofiicc at In- 
icrnalioiial Hcadquariers, and in var-

Henry Uiirfoot, an Eneli.sh viirage 
lad so liackward that for sometime 
his .npplicaiion for Ofliecrshiji was 
refused, was so cttnsciou^ of God's 
call that he persevered tlnlil he was 
accepted.
